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Principal's Message 


In September of 1970 we will introduce a new programme in Grades 9 and 10, 
and the following year extend this programme to the senior grades. This programme 
will enable students to embark on a course of study tailor-made to their individual 
needs. These students will be able to sample as many diverse fields as their interests 
dictate and probe these areas as deeply as their abilities will allow. The prescriptive 
portion of the programme will become less and less restrictive as the students move 
up through the various year levels and promotion will be on a subject rather than a 
grade basis. 


Most people will agree that this approach, which has now been opened to all 
schools in Ontario, is of great value and is long overdue. Unfortunately some also 
feel that it will solve all the problems associated with the current educational scene, 
from student unrest to lack of academic achievement, from social maladjustment to 
moral decay. This however is not the case. Basically nothing has changed. This pro- 
gramme is not a cure-all. Further, | would estimate that eighty percent of our students 
proceeding to post-secondary education will end up taking exactly the same pro- 
gramme at the same level of rigour as under the former system — for although certain 
subjects are designated optional they are only optional for diploma purposes and be- 
come compulsory in fact by virtue of the demands of the post-secondary institutions. 


The real or fundamental change if one takes place will be because of a change 
in student attitude as a result of being in courses by choice rather than by compul- 
sion. This change of attitude will be reflected in the amount of time and effort the 
students will be willing to spend on their school work, and this in turn will undoubt- 
edly result in greater scholastic achievement. Any student who is achieving well will 
be satisfied with his student role, and consequently rebellious, anti-social behavioural 
attitudes which creep in quite naturally in the early teens will not be reinforced in 
the critical years of self-image formation. Needless to say teacher enthusiasm and 
effort have always been in direct proportion to student enthusiasm and performance. 
This interaction can only lead to a happy spiral upwards to the eventual realization 


of the maximum potential of staff and students alike--and this after all is what educa- 
tion is all about.

THE ENIGMA OF YOUTH — THE CHALLENGE OF EDUCATION

| am daily confronted with the challenge of ascertaining what reasons are the motivating 
factors in our youth’s behaviour. | would at the onset congratulate the ninety-five percent of 
our population who appear to know what they want out of life and who make the best use 
of existing educational opportunities. The fact that educational reform lags behind the need 
of our youth speaks well for the insights of the majority of our youth. If you meet the chal- 
lenge of your day with the same courage and determination which you are displaying at 
Belle River High School, our Country should be in good hands. 


What about the other five percent??--They are the educational system's real challenge. 
From this group come the discipline problems and the potential dropouts. The majority have 
intellectual potential, but fail to utilize it. Naturally educational authorities ask the 
question, “Why?” 


The natural inclination of both students and parents is to point the finger at the educa- 
tional system in general and at teachers in particular. The school is too strict, or the school 
is not strict enough. The school curriculum is outmoded and a student must take courses 
that present no interest to him. The teacher is accused of not liking the parent’s son or 
daughter, picks on him, etc., etc. The list is inexhaustible. 


| will grant you that no school system is perfect. | have already indicated that reform 
lags behind need. Curriculum and structural change are lagging; we are trying to catch up. 
Teachers are human and do take dislikes to other human beings. However, | would like to 
draw some attention to the other side of the coin: 


Our youth have too much money and too much leusure time. Materialism has become 
the rule by which youth judges other youth (and adults) as to their worth. Need we look 
very far to see where this insight comes from--try reading your daily newspaper and the de- 
mands of the various unions. If adults are showing the way and youth is responding to their 
teaching, perhaps the adults had better take a long, hard look at themselves. 


Several areas particularly stand out. These, of course, are only a few choices of an 
inexhaustible choice which | might make. 


Youth is involved in drugs and alcohol. Where does the money come from to satisfy this 
experimentation? Why don't parents make those students who have so much cash buy their 
own clothes, food, etc. The lesson that you must pay your own way is not learned at school. 
A good example is the automobile, either owned or borrowed. How often have | seen a stu- 
dent's grades drop because of the interest allowed by parents in this area. 


Parents allow open disrespect in their home where they should be in full control. It is 
little wonder that this overflows into the school. Disrespect at school will not be tolerated 
and the student eventually gets into a great deal of difficulty. 


Where does all this leave you--our students? The school attempts to teach the lessons 
that are often missed at home--but more often than enough it is too little and too late. Those 
who cannot accept the discipline become the dropouts; sometimes, put-outs! 


Those of our student body who are graduating are those who have learned to compromise 
their position. They have learned that society has rules for them to live by and within which 
they can function as individuals. This has not been learned entirely because they were students 
of this school, but because both home and school are doing their job and showing their concern 
for Canada’s most important natural resource--yourselves! 


In conclusion may | express my every good wish for continued success in whatever area 
of life your vocation takes you. | leave you with one final reminder that successful inter- 
personal relationships are often the key to an individuals success. | would remind our under- 
graduates that this is also true in their academic pursuits.
